Among Honoured 
Qraduates Osier 
Is Ranked First 



If the roll of our graduates were 
arranged In order of merit for fame 
and achievement it would probably 
be headed by the name of Sir Wll- 
liani Osier. Certainly every medical 
graduate would give him first pla^o 
and would rank him among.the great 
physicians of history. 

After two years in Medicine at Tor- 
onto he came here in 1870 because the 
clinical teaching was so much better 
at JIcGIll than anywhere else. He 
made such an irapresslon/'that, after 
graduating in '72 and 'spendirig two 
years In study abroad, he was ap- 
pointed, at the early age of 25, Pro- 
fessor of the Institutes of Medicine, 
naniely physiology and pathology. He 
spent ten more years in Montreal, 
years of systematic hard' work, teach- 
ing, investigating, , and > writing. His 
colleagues and other friends, of whom 
no one ever had more, all vainly tried 
to make a practitioner of him. It was 
no good. He would not .keep office 
hours, but could always be 'found In 
the dead-house or wards of the 
General Hospital, or at the College. In 
1873 he got a footing as ,a clinical 
teacher by taking charge of the small- 
pox wards at the- General during' the 
great epidemic. For this he was grant- 
ed, a much needed honorarium which 
he promptiy "blew in" on a stock of 
microscopes for a voluntary class ■ In 
histology and bacteriology conducted 
at first In the students cloakroom on 
Saturdays untH the Faculty, saw the 
necessltjr of ' supplying rhlm -^ with • a 
laboratory for -practical physiology, 
the first to bo established In America. 

In lS8-i Pennsylvania enticed away 
IiIcGIil'a "potent ferment" with the 
bait of a clinical professorship, and 
he left here poor In pocket but with 
plenty of capital, as he expressed It.

Idle' it was for 
a.profesaor to. s^y that .tha world had: gone mad on 
credit; If' K« tftought so, and his university was 
dependent on the bençvolence of cai)itaIlstF, It was 
not good business for hlra 1o say so. And thus 
tbçse who might have givçn sane advice to the 
distributors of credit and , to the men who control- 
led tlie opefiatlbh of monetarjv syst-ms, had to sit 
and muse in silence. A few .'like Sir Qçorge Paish 
were "unattached" and made their views widely 
known for v.-hlch they -were dubbed ■ chronic pes- 
simlfts. But speculation on 'what might have 
been' i.s idle. The encouraging refle'ctibn is that 
in^some universltles.there was, before the crash^ 
at least more light tliifn !in-mahy' brilliant halls of 
capital And this brings out the fact, which 
phould recur again and again to any keen observ- 
er: that In an intensely material civilliatipn intcl- 
lectualism has its last stand in the universities.
